During the month of April there were received at the Library, by purchase, 
912 volumes and 923 pamphlets; by gift, 913 volumes and 3,228 pamphlets; and by 
exchange, 30 volumes and 21 pamphlets. 

There were catalogued 5,280 volumes and 5,175 pamphlets, for which purpose 
21,488 cards and 3,345 slips for the printer were written.

The more important gifts received during the month were as follows: From 
William F. Havemeyer, an album, containing a collection of portraits of French 
personages, both civil and military, interested in the war for American Indepen- 
dence. It was collected and arranged by a Paris amateur interested in Americana, 
and it demonstrates in a striking manner the enthusiasm evinced for American 
liberty by the different classes of French society during the War of the American 
Revolution. It comprises 126 pieces, of which 72 are in colors. Among those to 
be especially mentioned are the allegories, published at the time, on the declara- 
tion of war and on the defeat of the English; portraits of Louis XVI, Suffren, 
Admiral Rossel, engraved by Choffard, before letters, and Du Couédic, first state, 
‘““before the error.” There are five very rare small physionotrace portraits, as 
also those of the Comte d’Artois, Beaumarchais, Count d’Estaing, Bernadotte, 
Duke de Bourbon, Lafayette, Dubayet, Jourdan, Lameth Brothers, Kilmaine, 
Lamotte-Piquet, Montmorency, Montbarey, Duke de Penthiévre, St. Germain, 
St. Simon, Turgot, Sartine, Vence, Vergennes, etc. Each piece is accompanied 
by a MS. note, giving reasons for its presence in the album. An alphabetical 
index of personages portrayed, especially printed for the collection, accom- 
panies it. 

Also there were received from Messrs. Ackerman & Ross, 18 prints of plans for 
libraries; from S. P. Avery, 15 volumes, 3 of which consisted of a-collection of 
‘Costumes of the Ladies of England,” 1810 to 1829, in water-color, by Unwins, R.A., 
and others, also 4 pamphlets and 10 etchings; from Edmond Bruwaert, 32 volumes 
and 77 pamphlets, all French documents; from Phillipe Bunau-Varilla, 1 volume 
and 2 pamphlets, relating to the Panama Canal; from Charles B. Curtis, 6 volumes, 
11 pamphlets and 990 prints, the latter chiefly after Raphael; from Clay W. Holmes, 
1 volume, the Descendants of William Wood; from the Japanese Departments of 
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Agriculture, Foreign Affairs, Education, Communications, Treasury and War, 
16 volumes; from the Massachusetts Association Opposed to the Further Extension 
of Suffrage to Women, 2 volumes and 71 pamphlets; from the National Society of 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 3 volumes of the Lineage Book; from Prof. 
T. M. Prudden, 1 volume, Peter Prudden, a Story of his Life at New Haven. . ag 
from Messrs. Raymond & Whitcomb, 6 volumes and 220 pamphlets, relating to their 
tours all over the world; from Francis G. Saltonstall a copy of the privately printed 
** Ancestry and Descendants of Sir Richard Saltonstall; from Rev. A. F. Schauf- 
fler, the works of Jean Charlier de Gerson, chancellor of the University of Paris, 
1488; from John H. Wallace, 1 copy of his ‘‘ Genealogy of the Riggs Family; ” and 
from the Province of Zeeland, Netherlands, 125 volumes and 15 pamphlets, all 
documents of the Province. 

Late in April there was placed on exhibition at the Lenox a portion of the 
J. Pierpont Morgan (formerly Irwin) collection of engravings. The selection of 
prints to be exhibited has been made with the intention of illustrating the history 
and development of engraving to 1700. The oldest work includes several nielli, 
one of them being accompanied by the original silver plate, and some engravings 
in the ‘‘maniére criblée.”” The various schools are all well represented, and some 
of the famous masters have an especially fine showing. Such are Diirer (over 100 
examples), Marc Antonio Raimondi, Lucas van Leyden, Schongauer and others. 
The list includes Goltzius, Wierix and Edelinck, and comes down to Robert 
Nanteuil. Fine impressions abound and many are excellent. Not a few are ex- 
tremely rare. The selection of the prints, their condition, and the number of 
artists represented make the exhibit a highly interesting review of the state and 
progress of the art during the period covered. 

The exhibition of Japanese prints has been somewhat reduced, but a large 
portion is still on view. The display of plates of the Necropolis at Ancon, Peru, 
in the Astor Hall, has been partially replaced by one illustrating the ornamental 
arts of Japan.
